"^The rcct-nt De^ Moines conference with 
farmers from ifl sUti" pegged U) a study 
of the Brannan plan for farm price supports 
and aubsldlM. 

But the Democratic high command aald 
candidly It was out u> woo the farmers with 
ihe 1850 clecLlon in mind. 

Senator McOralh of Rhode Island, the 
partyj national chairman, cautioned that 
the Democrats might lose control of the U. 
8. house U they did not lay the election 
groundwork early. 

ThU was an admission that hl» party s 
deep inroads Into farm country last faU were 
largely unexpected, and that no easy repeti- 
tion of this performance at the polls could 
be counted on. 

In the 16 states represented at the Dcs 
Uotnea meeting, there are 11 senatorial »eaU 
ind H5 house seats which will be at stake In 
1B50. The present senate lineup there U 10 
to 1 for the OOP. and the house score la IB 
to «fl In the Republicans' fSTor. Senat* tot*l», 
of course, do not Include seats where terms 
•xplre alter 1950. 

The Democrats gained four aenaU seals 
and 40 bouse bertli* tn the IB-staU area last 
year. At the Tery minimum they want to hold 
their house gains )n I9i0. 

For a Republican resurgence thera might 
well point the way to OOP control of the 
houM. Even though there is less likelihood 
that K*pubUcanj can alio recapture the ann- 
ate, the Democrats cannot look with comfort 
on the prMpect of either chamber alliTplng 
Into opposition hands while they hold the 
White Mouse. 

They remember the deadlocks between oon- 
rresa and President Truman that were the 
bltt*r fnilt of the dmded rule that followed 
the OOP sweep of 1M8
